Norden 
began work 
for the 
U.S.

ing on an improved sight.

If you plan to go to the New York W orld ’s 
Fair you should make sure you can take it. This 
applies particularly to person s who are over 60. 
Dr. Paul Dud ley White, the emin en t heart spe­ 
cialist. suggests that eld erly person s have a phys­ 
ical examin ation before they visit the fair. Their 
visits should be limited to half a d ay, preferably 
in the morn in g when the crowd s are n ot so heavy. 
If you feel that you must spen d more than 
half a d ay at the fair, it is wise to combin e a half 
a d ay of walkin g with a half a d ay at the D y­ 
n amic Maturity Pavilion or other restful cen ters. 
As an aid to eld erly person s at the fair. D y­ 
n amic Maturity, which is spon sored by the A m e r ­ 
ican Association of Retired Person s an d the N a ­ 
tion al Retired Teachers Assn ., has prepared a 
leaflet en titled “Helpful Hin ts for Old er Person s 
Visitin g the New York World 's Fair.” 
This brochure lists services an d pavilion s of 
special in terest to retiied person s.

The 
blaze, which the chief said orig­ 
inated in the attic area, was ex­ 
tinguished by West Camp fire­ 
fighters. 
Chief Notarnicola said Leeds 
State Police were called in to in­ 
vestigate the origin of that fire. 
"It appears that a pattern for 
setting unoccupied buildings is 
being followed by whoever might 
be starting these fires.’" Chief 
Notarnicola said. 
"I definitely 
feel that all four fires this month 
were of incendiary origin.’’ He 
noted that with the exception of 
the building on the Alpha Port­ 
land Cement Co. property , the 
other structures had no electric 
wiring or heating units.
